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BUYERS SLOW TO PURCHASE.

THE LOCAL TOBAUCO MARKET BOMK.
WHAT QUIEY LASYT WEEK.

About Seven Handred Oases of Ol LeafSokd to
Jobbers and Manufscturers—The Season
Very Backward for Beginning the
Coming Crop—Trade Elsewhere.

There haa been nothing startling in the
home marxet during the past woek. Sales
of aboul 700 cases of 'R0, "Rl 'K2 and '83 leal
are reported as having been sold to jobbers
and manufacturers,  Bomo new leaf is being
bought, but dealers are not vory active in
socuring it st prices asked by farmers, The
purchases mndo earlier In the season are
being delivered at the city warehouses in
considerablo quantitios, severl of the pack-
ars having recelved from 20,000 to 50,000
pounds each,

The season hins bean so late and the gronnd
is in such bad condition that little has been
done towards preparing for the coming erop,
and it is not likely that seed beds will be pre-
pared or land plowed or manured for at least
a fortnight.

Tobaeco Stems ws o Manuce,

Tobacco stoms should never be allowod (o
#o to waste, as they aro an invaluable manure,
It s n custom with some Mrmers aftor the
tobaceo has Leen strippod (o have the stalks
drawn at onee to the tobaceo flelds and seat-
tered evenly over the surface. They are
plowed down before the ground freeses in
antumn,  In spring the ground  voceives two
more plowings—ome in A pril and the other
in Inte May or early June, by which time the
stalks have become so much decayed snd
broken as not to interfore with the snlsequent
working of the soil, Used in this way, in
connoction with stable manure, the stalks are
made to contribnte much to the outeome of
the erop by sapplying certain elements which
the tolmeco plant reqguires in its proper growth
and development. A still botter way is to
have thoe stalks out into pleces from thres to
flx inches long, and seattered evonly over
the ground in the spring after the first plow-
ing and turned umfﬂr by s second plowing,

Mr., Engle said the grain fields look poorly:
he did not see a good fleld of wheat botween
Mariettn and Lancaster ; the late snow was
an wdvantage bot the windy weather is hurt-
Ing the young grain very muoch ; the clover
looks pretty well mid so does tho grass; the
peaches are sninjured, which s evidenese
that the apples or pears are safe,  Ho noticed
that some of the cunes of the mspberries are
!nrﬂy winter killed, while the yonng and
imdor shoots are uninjured,

Hecretary T, 1, Edge, of the state board of
agrioulture, sald he thought the wheat wontd
b found betler than was generally sop-
‘muml. He reported a fow  days ago to the

"nited States board of agrieulture that the
yield wonld be about 89 per conl of a full
erop, and he believed his estimate  was not
oo high,

Jos, F, Witiner took the same  view, He
had examined a patch of wheat which ap-
peared o b dead, ot on pulling ap the
slalks and exmmining the rools he found
them all right, and with favorable wonthor
they will probably yield a good erop.

Dy, Wickersham sald he had  seon  in the
newspapers a statément that n some paris of
the Sonth the farmers were going o plow
down thelr wheat booause of ity anpromising
Appearance,  but closer examination of it
showod the rools and heart of the young
plant to be healthy.

Mr. Drosins sald the wheat looked badly
but it was too enrly yet o determine what
will be the yield,

Mr, Linvillo said that from Gap to Lancas-
tor nearly all of the fields were quits  bare,
and he did not believe that there would boe a
halfcrop the coming harvest. As (o the
froozing of the raspberry canes referrid to by
Mr. Engle, it was by no means unusual, as
the last year's shoots often withstand the
winter better than the older canes,

President Landis had carefully oxamined
many whoeat fields that looked qulte bare,
and found that the roots and hearts of the
young plants were healthy, He belleved the
crops wonld e mneh batter than was sup-
posedd,

Address on Fertillzors.

Prof. Thos, J. Fdge, of the state board of
ngriculture, being introduced  deliverad un
ornl address on fortilizers, n whigh he dis-
cussed the extent of the trade, the gquality and
vilue of the dilferent Kinds of commential
fertilizsers, the mauner of testing thewm, e
maodo of application, the manner of applying
them and the laws relating to their manafie-
ture., Statisties showed that Pennsylvania
along used lost yvear 100,000 tons of these
fortilizors und ineluding the barnyard manure
pald the sum of 3,500,000 for them.  Asa
rule, the higher the price paid for commercial
fertilizers the choapor they aro to the Rrner,
and the states which have passed the most
rigid laws relating to their manufacture and
sale have the st fertilizers.  Prior o the
enactment of the Pennsylvania laws  on
the subject the state was  Hooded  with
worthless teash sold ps fertilizers, Now these
have beon nearly all banished by the strin-
geney of the law requiring analysis to be
made of them. Baliable manufacturers mukeo
their standard goods very uniform, and it
i emly the low priced articles that are infio-
rior, l"arlm-mn]mul:l find out what particn-
lar substance they want on their soil and
should buy it. I phosphoric acid is wantsd
buy phosphonie scid, if potash s wanted buy
ity mnd B nitrogen s wanted buy it making a
point to deal with reliable manufactorers At
woine longth Mr, Edge discossed the relative
merit of various Kinds of bone dust, acids
and South Carolina rock, und s vised farmers
o use commercial fertilizors only as sub-
sidiary o barnyard manure. In applying
fertilizers he thought it to be best, generally,
that they should not be drilled in with the
seed; bat should be drilled in before the sead
Is plantad,  For corn hie would plow the fer-
titlzer down deeply so that the roots will
take it up only when they have deaply I-l'l e
trated the soll. The fertilizer Is not neéaded to
make the fodder, but to make the ear. In
unswer (o a question Prof, Edge saia he
would never use commercial fertilizers if he
could ge: n sufficient quaotity of barnyard
nire,
